Two hundred and three Xrfeb 
men, women aad ehUdren were mar- 
dered In the twelte moaths of 1S20 
by the tones ot the Brktob Crown 
in Ireland. A detailed stotenMnt of 
the murdera la contained in tbe 
Irish fiulletln. Tbe murdera were 
committed by either tbe military 
or the constabulary. Of these one 
hiindreii and aeTenty-two I were 
young men and men of middle age. 
twelve were cnildren under v,.ven- 
te(>n years, .six were women, two of 
them lieing pregnant at the time of 
their murder; ten were old men of 
sixty years and over; three were 
boys of sixteen years, one of the 
old men waa a Catholic prleat of 
seTenty..three yeara of ape, one ot 
tbe yonnp men waa a Oatbolic 
priest of tbirty-tour yeara ot aie. 
Of the total murdered ninety.«lght 
w^ere killed in indiscriminate and 
unprovoked firing by military and 
constabulary, sixty-nine were dellb- 
orately assassinated In their beds or 
on the street, and thiriy-six were 
assassinated in prison or while in 
cilslody, Xone of these iMsualties 
oeriirreil in any kind of armed con 
tliel. The oflieial reports issiKvI by 
the iinglish military authorities in 
many instances stated that the men 
murdered had opened fire upon 
them before they were killed. In 
none ot Cheae caaea baa that state- 
ment been found on examination to 
be accurate exoept in the case of 
the murder of five clYillan.«i at a 
Christmas dance at Bruff, County 
Limerick. There shots were fired 
hy men outside the dance hall at 
the conslabulary party which sur- 
rounded it. Constable Ilogsden iwas 
killed. ,'.s a reprisal five of the 
men who were inside the dance hall 
at the firing were shot dead. Seven- 
teen others were wounded. The 
Ave dead are mentioned as mur- 
derM in tbe liet pnbltohed In tbe 
Bulletin.
